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AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Warmer temperatures helped corn for grain harvest progress considerably this week, according to
the Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA. Topsoil moisture level conditions rated
adequate to surplus decreased from 71 percent last week to 66 percent. Beaver, Garfield, Iron, and Kane Counties report very dry
conditions. Beaver and Box Elder Counties report producers were almost finished with corn for grain harvest. Statewide, corn harvested
for grain is currently at 65 percent complete, slightly behind last year’s progress. Statewide, winter wheat emergence is currently at 77
percent complete, above last year’s progress. Iron County reports producers are hauling water to sheep due to the dry conditions. Cattle
and calves and sheep and lambs continue to come off pasture, at 92 percent and 90 percent complete, respectively. Hay and roughage
supplies were rated 5 percent very short, 11 percent short, 80 percent adequate, and 4 percent surplus. Stock water supplies were rated
15 percent short, 82 percent adequate, and 3 percent surplus.
